1..  The  Military  Department  of  Ohio  will,  in  future,  consist  of  the 
State  of  that  name,  Indiana,  and  so  much  of  Kentucky  as  lies  within 
fifteen  miles  of  Cincinnati,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier  General 
Mitchell,  of  the  United  States  Volunteers  ;  headquarters,  Cincinnati. 

So  much  of  Virginia  as  lies  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  will 
constitute,  in  future,  a  separate  command,  to  be  called  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Western  Virginia,  under  Brigadier  General  Rosecrans  ;  head¬ 
quarters  in  the  field.  The  latter  will  continue  to  draw  reinforcements 
by  requisitions  upon  the  Governor  of  Ohio,  as  heretofore,  or  by  order 
addressed  direct  to  the  U  S.  Commander  in  that  State,  as  often  as 
may  be  necessary. 

11..  The  attention  of  officers  of  the  regular  Army  is  again  directed 
to  sec.  11  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  August  3d,  1861,  and  pro¬ 
mulgated  in  General  Orders,  No.  54,  current  series,  from  this  Office, 
which  prescribes  that  in  all  cases  of  enlistment  and  re-enlistment  in 
the  military  services,  the  prescribed  oath  may  be  administered  by  any 
commissioned  officer  of  the  Army.  Fees  to  civil  officers,  for  said  ser¬ 
vice,  will  therefore  not  be  admitted.
